Re your note of 16 August on Loch Johnson's request 
for information on paid and unpaid contacts with US 
academics : 

— The material sent you earlier this week can 
be used to "lump" the paid contacts by state. 

I see no problem in the public release of those 
numbers, but I caution that the names of the 
individuals on the list should be protected. 

The DC I has urged keeping relationships con- 
fidential except when the individual consultant, 
himself, agrees to make public the fact of his 
relationship with the Agency. 

— There is no way of determining the number of 
unpaid contacts, at least until Johnson defines 
"contact." For instance, many NFAC officers 
are full or part-time students at universities, 
attend meetings of professional societies, and 
present guest lectures at schools where there 
is "unpaid contact" with academics. 

— I believe all of the contacts listed in a. would 
come under subcategory (1) of c. At least there 
is no covert utilization of academics by NFAC.
